1. AMB TEKOAH CALLED ON AMB SCALI SHORTLY AFTER END OF DEBATE 
IN SC AUG 15. HE TOLD SCALI AT SOME LENGTH THAT ISRAEL FELT 

US HAD ERRED; THAT VETO OF RES WOULD HAVE BEEN BETTER; AND 
THAT US COULD HAVE HELD OUT SUCCESSFULLY FOR MILDER RES NOT 
INCLUDING CONDEMNATION, WARNING, OR REFERENCE TO ICAO, 

AND THEN COULD HAVE VETOED IF IT FAILED. 

2. SCALI LISTENED PATIENTLY TO THIS DISSERTATION. THEN, 

INVOKING SPIRIT OF FRANKNESS THAT HAD ALWAYS PROPERLY 
CHARACTERIZED RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN TWO CLOSE ALLIES, HE TOLD 
TEKOAH SHARPLY HIS INFO INCORRECT. US HAD PUSHED ITS ASSETS 

TO LIMIT IN PRESSURING LEBANESE TO FIGHT OFF EFFORTS OF NON 
ALIGNED AND EXTREMISTS TO WORSEN RES. TEKOAH SHOULD KNOW, 

HE SAID, THAT FURTHER PRESSURE ON LEBANON WOULD HAVE RESULTED 
IN RESURFACING OF EXTREME DRAFT OFFERED BY NON-ALIGNED, 

AND SINCE TEKOAH NOT AT THESE SESSIONS, TEKOAH COULD NOT 
KNOW HOW HARD SCALI HAD PRESSED ON THESE POINTS. IN FACE 
THESE REMARKS, TEKOAH IMMEDIATELY SOFTENED TONE AND DID 
NOT REITERATE VIEW THAT US COULD HAVE EXTRACTED MORE FROM 
SITUATION. 

3. SCALI WENT ON TO CHIDE TEKOAH FOR HAVING MISINFORMED HIM 
THAT THERE NO PRECEDENT FOR US CONDEMNATION OF ISRAEL (AS 
DISTINCT FROM ACTIONS OF ISRAEL). HE REMINDED TEKOAH OF 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SC RES 262 OF DEC 31, 1968. CHARACTERISTICALLY, TEKOAH DID 

NOT APOLOGIZE, BUT ARGUED PRECEDENT NOT SIGNIFICANT 

BECAUSE IT HAD OCCURRED DURING INCUMBENCY OF US PERMREP WIGGINS 

(WHOSE SPEECHES IN UN "SOUNDED LIKE ARAB SPEECHES"). 
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US-ISRAELI RELATIONS FAR LESS INITMATE AT THAT TIME, TEKOAH 
SAID. 

4. SCALI THEN PUT US TODAY'S "YES" VOTE IN CONTEXT OF FIRM 

US POSITION AGAINST TERRORISM. HE SAID FACTS OF ISRAELI ACTION 
UNDISPUTED, THAT THIS ACTION UNACCEPTABLE, AND REACTION 
SHOULD HAVE BEEN EXPECTED BY GOI. DEFIANT STATEMENTS BY ISRAELI 
LEADERS IN WAKE OF INCIDENT HAD NOT MADE POSITION EASIER 
FOR US ALLY. 

5. COMMENT: I BELIEVE THIS KIND OF NEEDED FRANK TALK HAS 
STRENGTHENED RELATIONSHIP WITH HIM, TEKOAH MUST VIEW ME AS 
STAUNCH FRIEND BUT ONE UNWILLING BE PUSHED AROUND. 

HE BUBBLING WITH GOODWILL AS HE LEFT.
